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An order-in-councll of Auguest 10th 
| provides that butter made from the 
| produet of less than fifty cows shall 
be marked for eale as ‘dairy’ butter, 
and butter made from the product of 
fifty cows or more must be marked 
“creamery” butter. 

Dairy butter as above defined if 
} packed in boxes for sale must be 
|marked “dairy butter.” If dairy but- 
ter is wrapped in parchment the 
parchment must be marked ‘dairy 
butter.” 

These regulations are enforced by a 
fine of not less than $10 and not more 
than $380 with coats. 

A dealer who knowingly eells dairy 
butter {n boxes unless the boxes are 
marked “dairy butter,’ or who selis 
mixed dairy and creamery butter that 
is not marked “dairy butter,” or who 
sells dairy butter in wrappers that is 
not marked “dairy butter,’ is lable to 
a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $30, with costs.

Labor Day is a statutory holi- 
day. But it is something more 
than a day when, with the sanc- 
tion of law and custom, we can 
knock off work and loaf. It is an 
event in the year with a signifi- 
cance, real and peculiar to itself. 
Like Thanksgiving, Christmas, Do- 
minion Day, it is associated with 
a great idea, and its worth to the 
individual and the nation depends 
upon the recognition that is given 
to that idea and the emphasis that 
is placed upon it.

If Labor Day were nothing 
more than a day to quit work 
and seek recreation it might as 
well be called by any other name 
and in time of war might a good 
deal better be abolished and pro- 
duction continued ‘‘as usual.’’ 
Only if the day brings to the 
workers of the country’ the 
thought that it is intended to 
bring can its title of Labor Day 
be justified; and only in so far 
as inspiration is gathered from 
that thought can compensation 
come to the individual and state 


for the temporary suspension of | 


productive employment. 


This day is set aside by law to 
be observed as a public holiday in 


recognition of the importance of | 


labor, and of the honor and dig- 
nity which attaches to the doing 
of useful work. It is the anni- 
versary of the gospel of achieve- 
ment. It stands upon the cal- 
endar as an annual 
that work is the natural 
proper condition of life, and a 
challenge to the notion that work 
is a degrading drudgery that has 
somehow been imposed upon us| 
and from which we should try to 
escape. 
in proportion as it serves to pro- 
mote the right view of labor and 
to discredit and suppress the| 
wrong view. 


Why we were put on 
earth is a subject of frequent 
and fruitless controversy, but 


one fact about which there is no 
room for controversy is that we 
were put here to work. To do 
things is a natural impulse, Oc- 
cupation of mind and hand is the 
normal condition of life. Effort 
is the price of health, physical, 
mental, moral and spiritual. In 
proportion to their numbers it is 
the people who won’t work, or 
who try to get out of having to 
work, who fill the hospitals and 
the asylums and the jails, and it 
is not to the loafer one looks for 
high ideals and a lofty spirit. 
The human constitution demands 
exercise, thrives with it, and 
weakens and deteriorates  with- 
out it, 

Nothing in this world that is 
worth being done can be done 
without work, Everything that 
is accomplished is the product of 
human labor. Whether one begs 
his food or buys it, the food was 
produced by someone's labor, 
The voluntary idler is a parasite, 
rich or poor. He lives on the 
product of others’ toil, and con- 
tributes nothing to the general 
store of human welfare to com- 
pensate for the rations he con- 
sumes. Under a severely logical 
code of laws he would be dis- 
pensed with as a useless encum- 
brance; as the weed is plucked 
up and the predatory beast is 
shot. As it is, unger stress of 
war conditions we have gone so 
far as to demand that the idler 
shall go to work or go to jail. 
And at that he gets off cheap, for 
he is being forgiven the board 
bill that he owes humanity for 
past years. 


The war did not ereate the 
fact that everyone should work, 
that if he does not work he

“‘snonges.’’ The fact was in ex- 
istence all the time, but it took 
the war to bring it into light and 
to spur up the public to take ac- 
tion against the leafer. If the 
world needs every man’s labor 
now it needs it also in time of 
peace, It is as real an obligation 
to do what one can to help in- 
crease the store of human happi- 
ness in normal times as it is to 
help save it from disaster in 
times of emergency. There has 
never been a time when more 
work was being done in the 
world than needed to be done; 
though there have often been 
times when conditions were 
such that the available labor was 
not applied where it was needed. 
The opportunity for achievement 
is infinite; the obligation to con- 
tribute one’s share to the collect- 

ive effort by which alone achieve- 
ment is possible is therefore uni- 
versal and continuous. Everyone 
who is able should be oecupied at! 
something useful, in peace or yar. |
